The Americans 
fought a pitched battle all 
night against Northern tanks 
and Infantry there on Friday 
but abandoned it early on 
Saturday. 

It was after this withdrawal 
that an Asnerican battalion was 
trnpped by Northern troops.

There is no public ond formal 
trial and no warrant Is required 
for arrest. 

The political prisons ae behind 
the life of nervous tension which 
4s the common lot for most of 
the people in China today. No 
one Js sure of himself. No one is 
certain cf tomorrow. Anything 
may ‘happen. You may think 
everything is right in your rela- 
tions with the state. But you 
may be dragged out of bed, in 
the middle of .-the night and 
hauled off—to a political prison. 

That’s what happened to u 
score of Chinese reporters in 
Canton. Most of, them formerly 
worked for Chinese newspapers 
in Hong Kong. As soon as the 
Communists came to Canton they 
quit ‘their papers, which were 
not pursuing a pro-Communist 
editorlal — Tine, beeause = they 
thought it unsafe to continue to 
work for “reactionary” papers. 

On the basis of the announced 
Commuz.ist polley of granting 
pardon to those who ceased to 
work for “reactionarics,” they

Some put aside thelr digni- 
ty and took anything that was 
avaifable. 


Lightning strikes 


But the lightning struck out 
of a clear sky. They were 
rounded up tn the middle of 
the night and off they went to 
the political prisons.

Though a big landlord, measur- 
ed by the land he owned, he was 
a very, poor man financially. He 
rented his land to farmers, but 
never coljccted rentals since the 
beginning of the Sino-Japanese 
war as is the case with most of 


the landlords in China. His sons |. 


worked Jn the citics to support 
the family. He simply could not 
afford to pay the taxes and 
levies, He begged for a reduction 
th the taxes and levies and even 
offered to give his land free. to 
the state, but all in vain. — 

The Co:nmunists gaoled him in 
a political prison. The injustice 
sent the old-man, bred in“the 
traditional Chinese moral cony 
‘cepts, Jnto the stormiest rage of 
his life. He went immediately: on 
ua hunger strike, When he looked 
as though he was about to dic. 
the Communists became worried 
and ‘offered to: release, him. He 
refuscd to be released, vowing td 
dic in thg- prison as o martyr ot 
justice.. 

The ‘Communists brought in his 
relatives and friends to persuade 
him to go out of gaol, but’ still 
he refused, Finally, tho dying 
man: was carried out on a peste 
cher.—United . Press.

The loans were $12,500,000 for 
development projects in major 
Turkish ports for a term of 25 
years with. an Interest rate of 
3-% percent plus one per cent 
commission, amortisation pay- 
ments beginning 1956; and 
$3,900,000 for the construction of 
grain storage facilities for a term 
of 18 yenrs with on interest rate 
of 2-% plus one per cent com= 
mission, amortization payments 
beginning 1954, 

In an announcement, the Bank 
said that both projects are essen= 
tint for Turkey's present ~ needs 
and for its future development. 
harbour facilities 
have resulted in overcrowding 
and port charges, 
thereby both foreign 
trade ‘and essential coastwise 
trafic. Port development projects 
will Increase operational efficien- 
ey of the maln ports and will 
stimulate trade gnd production 
by. increasing the country’s capa- 
city to handle shipping. 

“Grain is Turkey's largest crop 
and the present storage facilities 
are poorly equipped and insuM- 
clent to handle the annual move- 
ment of grain, Modern storage 
facilities will reduce loss from 
exposures, and spillage and effect 
considerable savings in handling 
costs. 

“The New ‘agcicultural equip- 
,ment being supplied. by the 
‘ECA and the availability of more 
storage space’ will stimulate in- 
crensed production and ultimate- 
ly greater exports of grain, which 
should result in greater forelgn 
exchange earnings.”
